Project Description (Proposed actions, location, and/or consequences).

A request by GreenView, LLC for a Minor Use Permit (DRC2018-00010) for the phased development of up to three acres
of outdoor cannabis cultivation canopy within hoop structures, ancillary processing activities, ancillary transport, and
other related site improvements. Phase | includes the installation of 129,600 square feet of hoop structures, security
fencing and surveillance equipment, a 5,000-gallon galvanized steel water tank, three 2,500-gallon tanks, a 120 square
foot pesticide storage shed, and improvements for parking and access roads. Phase Il includes the installation of a
10,000 square foot processing facility. The project would result in approximately 4.02 acres of site disturbance, including
182 cubic yards of cut and 122 cubic yards of fill. A modification from County parking standards is requested to allow a
total of seven parking spaces where 10 spaces are required. The project site is in the Agriculture land use category, and
located at 8770 Carrisa Highway, in the Carrizo Planning Area, approximately 4 miles northwest of the village of
California Valley.

Identify the project’s significant or potentially significant effects and briefly describe any proposed mitigation measures that
would reduce or avoid that effect.

The project would have potentially significant impacts upon Biological Resources, and Hazards and Hazardous Materials.

Potential impacts to Biological Resources would be reduced to a less than significant level with incorporation of mitigation
measures BIO-1 through BIO-17. These measures require: construction and employee training program; noxious weed
species prevention; protection measures and biological surveys for nesting birds, special status small mammal, and
special-status reptiles and amphibian, avoidance and minimization measures for Crotch Bumble Bee and Western
Bumble Bee, protection of State Waters, Site Maintenance and General Operations measures, site restoration following
end of operations, and minimization of nighttime lighting. Potential impacts from Hazards and Hazardous Materials would
be reduced to a less than significant level with incorporation of mitigation measures HAZ-1 and HAZ-2. These mitigation
measures would include best management practices for equipment maintenance, and a spill response protocol.
